JAP ATTACKS 
PROVE COSTIT 


Lose Heavily Oi Men And 
Equipment; Await Sec­ 
ond Round Of Fighting

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29—Amer­ 
ican and Japanese forces squared 
off today for another furious round 
in the spreading fight for the Sol­ 
omons after a series of terrific !and 
battles bled the enemy heavily of 
men and equipment. 
While United 
States 
air 
and 
ground forces fought savagely to 
hold the Guadalcanal alrbase, the 
battle of the Southwest Pacific ap­ 
peared to be surging outward 400 
miles northeast of the turbulent 
islands. 
Superior numbers of enemy ships, 
planes and men were .reported mo­ 
bilizing at the approaches to Amer­ 
ican bases In the Ntw Hebrides 
and Fiji islands, whence they t-ould 
strike 
at 
Allied 
communication 
lines to Australia. 
The Navy reported no new details 
of warship activities in the Pacific 
lust night, 
but General 
Douglas 
MacArthur’s Allied bombers from 
Australia raided the enemy again, 
damaging two Japanese ships In 
the Rabaul harbor of New Britain 
and splashing the Japanese base at 
Buka in the northern Solomons 
with explosives. 
One of the bomb hits at Rabaul. 
more than 600 miles northwest of 
Guadalcanal, caused an explosion 
on a warship, MacArtthur’s com­ 
munique asserted today »Australian 
time, and another set an uniden­ 
tified vessel afire. The assault oh 
Buka’s airdrome and buildings de­ 
stroyed an enemy bomber on the 
ground and started fires visible 80 
miles away. 
The Navy gave no indication that 
a decision was near in the Solomons 
struggle. The all-out assault which 
started Oct. 23 had tapered by 
Tuesday to what the

PROGRAM ADOPTED 


Several y ears ago 
the 
County 
Land Use Planning committee rec­ 
ommended that something be done 
to control and stop some of the 
many unnecessary fires, especially 
in the forest areas in southern Co­ 
lumbiana county. 
Each y ear thousands of dollars 
worth of damage to 
forests, 
or­ 
chards. and wildfire has been caus­ 
ed through carelessness and the 
lack of suitable fire protection. The 


recommendation of 
the 
County 
Land Use committee has been part­ 
ly put into effect by the establish­ 
ment of definite 
fire protection 
plans. 
Plans are being made with El- 
beit A. Schory, division fire warden. 
Ohio Division ol Forestry , Agricul­ 
tural Experiment station, Wooster, 
to set up a fire protection program 
for the entire southern part of Co­ 
lumbiana county. 
Schorv is selecting two fire war­ 
dens for each township in that area 
Alieady plans have been made for 
a plane to fly over the 
territory 
every two hours during the 
day. 
The plane will fly from New Phil­ 
adelphia east and return. 
When­ 
ever a fire Is spotted the pilot will 
notify the nearest fire warden, and 
through this method the fire can 
be gotten under control before it. 
gets too much of a 
start. There 
will be three trips made each day 
during the fire season which 
In­ 
cludes October. November. March, 
April, and May. 
Individuals can do much to les­ 


sen the great lass caused by fires 
if they are careful of their matches, 
in hurnirg brush, or starting other 
¡ires 
Also they should see that 
all fires are completely out before 
they leave them 
Everyone should 
have a feeling of responsibility and 
help to keep down the number ol 
field and forest fires which are seen 
every fall and early spring. Burn­ 
ing during the dry season, or fire 
season, should be kept to a mini­ 
mum.

W hat shall we send the bo\s out 
front for Christmas presents? Radio 
station WOR was trying to solve 
this question by quizzing some of 
the military men and wofnen of its 
audience.

Among the things suggested such 
as watches, pens, pencils, photo­ 
graphs and letters, there came the 
proposition of sending Bibles. 
That suggestion might have been 
overlooked as simply a feminine 
blurt had it been voiced by a wom­ 
an, contrarily it came from a man.

What that man could do to us if 
he could persuade our boys to, 1,— 
love their neighbors; 2 —To return 
good for evil; 3,—To turn the otner 
cheek when
